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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Specifically, claim 39 would raise new issues that would require further search and consideration. 

Even if the proposed amendments were considered, they would not place the claims in condition for allowance for the following reasons. 
The pending claims would remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112(1). Due to the large quantity of experimentation necessary to identify 
all possible molecules (neuropoietic cytokine antagonists, retinoid antagonists, and cAMP-dependent messenger pathway inhibitors) and 
morphogens; to reduce inhibition of a morphogen activity in a neuron (including for example, motor neurons, sensory neurons, glial cells, 
dopaminergic neurons, serotonergic neurons, oligodendrocytes, sympathetic neurons, Schwann cells, astocytes, etc.), promote 
neuronal cell proliferation, growth, or maintenance of the differentiated state; to administer to a subject all the possible molecules and to 
determine the optimal dosage, duration, and mode of administration of said molecules; the lack of direction/guidance presented in the 
specification regarding the same, the absence of working examples directed to the same, the complex nature of the invention, and the 
unpredictability of the effects of administering a molecule to a subject, undue experimentation would be required of the skilled artisan to 
make andd/or use the claimed invention in its full scope. 

Furthermore, the claims contain subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
description of a few examples of molecules that could overcome morphogen inhibition (e.g., antibody to gp130, PI-PLC, and a LIF 
antibody) is not adequate writen description of an entire genus of molecules that are defined by their activity rather than their structure. 
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
